ordered.

Homn. Jacob Broome, ex-member of Congress
irom Delaware,

THE MARRIAGEH.

She resided with her father in Wilmington
until three years ago, when at the age of
eighteen years she married Colonel Bailey, who
was then about fifty years of age. Bhe claims
that she was & mere child when she married;
that although without thought ehe wedded an
old man, she has always been true to her mar-
riage vow, and that her only crime has been
innocent flirtations with army officers. As Colo-
nel Bailey was of a ulz jealous dlsposition,
these flirtations caused him much uneasiness,
and were finally magnified in his eyes into
heinous offenses,

WHAT I8 BHOWN BY EVIDENCE.

The evidence adduced before the court-mar-
tial shows that in the spring of 1868 Colonel
Bailey was stationed in Wil n, in charge
of the Government Hospital. re he wooed
and won his wife. A few weeks afterward
Colonel Bailey was detailed to Fort Warren, in
Boston Harbor., His young wife accompanied
him. In the fort the pair occupled what are
known as officers’ quarters, and her soclety was
in the main composed of army officers and their
associates, "

FOOD FOR SUSPICION,

Colonel Balley asserts that one day he entered
hie tent and found Lieutenant Cuyler enjoying
a cosy lele-a-tele with Mre. Bailey. They were
looking over am album containing photographs
of various army officers. The tenant was
very familiar and affectionate. Colonel Bailey
ordered him out of his tent and swore at him
like a trooper. He did not confine his oaths to
Lientenant Cuyler alone, but cursed all the
army officers, from the commander-in-chief
down to the cighth corporal in his own regi-
ment, MHe then demanded an explanation from
his wife. Bhe acknowledged that she was
having a little flirtation with the Lientenant, bat
disclaimed anyﬁﬂnﬁ further. The Colonel then
called in Colonpel Gilson, now cooling himself off
in the Dry Tortugas, where he was sent by Gene-
ral Bherman, and the two colonels endeavored
to force a confession from Mrs. Balley. Bhe
replied, ‘I will never confess to a lie; I am in-
nocent of everything except a flirtation.”

THE FORCED CONFESSION.

After this she was locked in her room. Co-
lonels Balley and Gibson then wrote what pur-
ported to be her confeselon. Assisted by a
Boeton lawyer, Mrs. Balley says that the
frightened & darill sergeant into swearing to evi-
dence of Mre.
